Prices of 
atooks were greatly depressed Tuesday 
and Wednesday, closing lowor ttiac 
any other day since January. 1879, and 
the fall on Wednesday averaged ovei 
13 per shara, and yet only two failures 
reaolted aad Hnotm of brokers not es- 
pecially important. A sharp rally fol- 
lowed on Thursday with buying frcnn 
London by shorts, and espec ially sig- 
nificant buying by small investors. 
No bankt) here or at other eastern 
cities, and no ea-stern iirms of large im- 
pertance have ixone down, but numer- 
JUS banks failed at the west, including 
■ome of high repute and large business. 

The BrieTBilzoad waa tigtAn placed in 
the hands of a receiver, though for 
eight months of the tiscalyeUr net earn- 
ings of the company had been larger 
than last year's, and earnings of other 
roads reporting are generally close to 
last year's. 

The money market became excitingly 
ilr^gent again with the depression in 
stMtL and the drain to BSsist other 
cities has Vi«en very he4'^. but through 
all the strain the bann of New York 
have passed without troaU^-aad itn* 
ports of gold hare eonmumeed. - 

From 81,000,000 to 8'2,00O,0O<) in money 
has been sent west every day and a 
large decrease in bank reserves ia ex- 
pected, as the treasury has not been 
disbursing heavily. Few commercial 
loans have been negotiated and at high 
rates. At other cities the money mar- 
kets have tieen quite close, but bank 
failures at Milwaukee, Indianapolis and 
Louisville have caused less disturbance 
than might have been feared. The 
treasury purchased silver sparingly and 
the exports of that metal have been 
large. Exchanges between, this city 
and Philadelphia have been especially 
disturbed, but banks of the latter city 
continue to supply icustomers as well as 
they can. Chicago has drawn heavily 
on New York, but in that and other 
flities bank statements iudicata credita- 
ble soundness. 

New York woolen factories are clos- 
ing for a month or more, or indefinitel v, 
because orders are slack; for, while job- 
bers' orders are about as usual, clothiers 
still hold off. Fall trade is said to he 
not more than a third of the usual ilie. 
and many deiders expect to do no more 
than half the usual spring business. 
Dress goods are better in tone, but an 
unusually large woportion of carpet 
works is closeo. Fall cottons, though 
half a cent lower than Ust year in price 
and exceptionally attractive, meet but 
moderate demand, and print cloths are 
weaker at 2.04 cents. 

The knit goods bminse ia lomewhat 
better. ' 

Sale's of wool at the chief markets 
last week were 2,164,000 pounds, against 
8,145,799 last vear, and for three and 
one-half montns 47,546,767. against W,- 
930,1.30 last year. Orders for boots and 
sboeH are restricted, many shops run- 
ning short time, while others have 
clo^, and shipments from the east are 
12 per cent leas than for the same week 
last year.

8 
feet « inchea; Inel, 10 f^ She will be 
rigged with a low free hoard and with 
a water-tight comuartment in each end. 
Rubber tubes will be run along the 
gunwales to add to hn buoyanov. She 
will be sloop-rigged, the mainsail being 
12 by 19 ftet with a iib 6 by 10 feet. 
She will be sharp at both ends. 

Paulsen expects to start on Aug. 90. 
Be does not intend to taae provisions 
enough for the whole trip, as he will 
follow the course of the transatlantic 
liners and expecto toobjain fresh pro- 
visions from time to time. Two tanks 
holding 100 gallons of water will be 
stowed away, one in each end. His 
only food will be hardtack. Paulsen 
expects to make the Shetland islands in 
36 days.

New Yosx, July 90.— Dr. A. W. 
Whedar, tha United Sttates marine hoe> 
pital surgeon who was re(;ently sent 
abroad by the treasury department to 

examine into the sanitary condition of 
the ports where emigrants are em- 
barked for thi.i country, has sent the 
followin;; communication to Dr. Sen- 
ner. ( ommissioner of emigration: 

■■In reply to your letter asking my 
opinion as to the probabilitv of an epi- 
demic of cholera appearing in the ports 
whence emigration usually comes to na, 
I have to state that the outlook I con- 
sider to be moet favorable at all except 
Mediterranean ports. At Hamburg, 
whence we get a large number of peo- 
ple, and which, as you remember, was 
visited by cholera last year, there has 
as yet been no recurrence of the dis- 
ease, which it was greatly feared 
there would l)e. The city aur 
thorities have done and are still do- 
ing evejythiug in their power to pre- 
vent its Introduction from abroad and 
to suppress it should it appear. At an ' 
enormous expense, all water in the city 
now is filtered aud purified. As the 
weeks roll by the chance of escaping 
the disease improves so far as nortnem 
ports are concerned. With regard lo 
the Mediterranean ports, it may be said 
that sporadic cu.ses of cholera appear in 
Marseilles and Naples almost every 
year, and the presence in those cities of 
a few cases does not by any means indi- 
cate that an epidemic will follow. Since 
the hist epidemic at Naples the sanitary 
condition of the city has been greatly 
improved; first, by the introduction 
of water from a mountain lake situ- 
ated 5U miles in the interior, the water 
being of great purity and l>r ought un- 
derground to Naples. An active mu- 
nioiiwlity is also alive to tho dangers to 
the commerce of Naples in the event of 
an epidemic of cholera, ami will use 
every effort to suppress the disease 
should it apitear. You will, therefore, 
see that I am iucliaed to be very hopch 
ful regarding any seriou.^ outbreak of 
cholera in foreign ports this seasrm. and 
do not anticipate any marked diminu- 
tion of immigration from that cause."

financial aitoation. Fear hai done Ita 
perfect wiirk. Menwantinir their money 
have l)een so etger in their demands for 
it that they have postponed the day when 
tjiey can call it their own again. 

"The HUspendiMl banks can not in any 
way aid this community until the Ht<)rni 
of unreasoning fear has passed. The 
money in them is there to remain. 

"It is safe, as we firmly belieye, bat 
oaeleaa for the time being. 

" The panic is unreasonable. As far as 
the depositors are concerneil we can say 
without hesitation that we do not ijelieve 
there is one dollar in peril. The only 
danjfer that lias arisen h&p been due 
chiefiy to the action of the depositors 
themielves. 

"Commerce is at a standstill and must 
do without money. But the reorganiza- 
tion of the banking machinery will give 
us something better than we have known, 
and tike principles of banking, its nature 
and character will be better under8too<l. 

"Louisville ha.s bad too many banks. 
The expense of the banking business 
has been too great. Tlie bidding for bus- 
iness has been too active, and the busi- 
ness 10 bid for has brought rain, for it is 
the flnt to take alarm and slip awqr."
